This Office action is responsive to the "Response to Restriction Requirement" filed on 
April 14, 2005. 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 

CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-7 (non-elected invention without traverse). 
In claim 20, line 1, the number "17" has been changed to —19—. 
In claim 21, line 1, the number "17" has been changed to -22-. 
Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
applicant's attorney, Mr. John F. Hayden, on April 29, 2005. 

3. Claims 8-24 are allowed and renumbered as 1-13, 15, 14, and 16-17, respectively. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance/the cited art, U.S. Pat. 
No. 6,372,608 to Shimoda et al., teaches a method for transferring a thin film device on a 
substrate onto a transfer member, including a step for forming a separation layer on the 
substrate, a step form forming a transferred layer including thin film device on the 
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separation layer, a step for adhering the transferred layer including the thin film device to 
the transfer member with an adhesive layer therebetween, etc., and a step for detaching 
the substrate from the separation layer. Shimoda et al., however, fail to teach or render 
obvious, at least, among others, the method steps of: coating an organic resin film that 
melts with solvent over the release layer, bonding a second substrate to the organic resin 
film with a first two-sided tape to sandwich the release layer and the organic resin film 
between the first substrate and the second substrate, bonding a third substrate to the first 
substrate with the second two-sided tape, separating the first substrate to which the third 
substrate is bonded from the release layer by a physical means, bonding a fourth 
substrate to the release layer to sandwich the release layer between the second substrate 
and the fourth substrate, separating the release layer and the first two-sided tape from 
the second substrate, separating the release layer from the first two-sided tape, and 
removing the organic resin film with solvent, as claimed in independent claims 8, 1 1, and 
17.
